“We've also learned that success in our 
campaign comes from hard work, per- 
sistence, sincerity, maximum numbers of 
calls on prospects, keeping our asking- 
sights high, and selling memorials and 
shares certificates,” said Mr. Reid. 

“Unfortunately, a great many cards 
in the Advance and Major Gifts Divisions 
have yet to be resolved. These prospects 
must be committed as soon as possible 
before time runs out.”
